CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


This morning, ere the ink will be dry upon 
these pages, the four Indians—or three of them 
at all events, as the woman, Thask, may possi- 
bly have been reprieved—will have ‘paid the ex- 
‘treme penalty of the law. The “death punish- 

‘anent” is: doubtless just and right, especially 
where it, operates as a deterrent And no one 
‘who has read the details of the murder of poor 
Brady can be otherwise impressed than that his 
cowardly, treacherous mutderers have met their 
just degerts. In cool blood they took the life of 
& fellow creature, and their own lives thereby 
became the legal forfeit. 

We must confess, however, that.were capital 
‘punishment confined to a mere retributive justice 

account of the murdered or injured our faith 

it would be somewhat shaken. A man wlio 
‘with-malice aforethought takes the life of another 
by that very. act proves, himself dangerous to 
his fellow creatures, unfit to live, and the safety 
of society demands that he shall be placed be- 
yond the’ possibility of repeating the terrible 
offence against both God and man. But the ih- 
ftiction of capital punishment even for the crime 
of murder is a most serious measure ; and when- 
ever itis conclusively proyed that it has not the 
effect of lessening capital offenses it becomes a 
question whether it onght to be continued. 

This leads to a question which has been much 

, and has occupied <*}e minds of learned 
and experienced Jurists for many years, a dis- 

. cdssion which has settled down in the conviction 
that capital punishment does operate as  deter- 
rent, as a rule, especially when applied to civi- 
lized and Christian commaonities. In its applica- 
tion, however, to mankind inja pagan state, 
holding such a diversity of views as toa future 
state and the final destiny of man, there is still 
room for much argument. Those who have care- 
fally noted the manner in which the natives of 
this country have submitted themselves to the 
executioner, and have heard their expressed 
feelings and sentiments regarding the ordeal, 
strikingly confirmed in'many instances by their 

_ depertment upon. the scaffold, must ente:tain con- 

siderable doubt as to the uéiily of capital pun- 
ishment in its application to the Indian tribes of 
these Colonies. The stolid indifference with 
which the Indian listens to his sentence, the im- 
‘patient eagerness with which he awaits the fatal 
hour, and the heroic calmness and fortitude with 

- which he! demieans himself upon the scaffold, 

even joyfully chanting his death song, all tend 
to show that he views the terrible ordeal to 
which he is about to submit with neither fear nor 
dislike. Indeed it would appear from the man- 
ner in which both the vietim and his relatives and 
people seem to regard an execution that they 
hold it to be @ sort of honorable ind heroic mar- 
tyrdom. © 

Those nice rules and discriminative distinctions 
which regulate the: Christians’ justice are pn- 
known to the poor, untatored savage. He has 
a dall and indefinite instinct. which leads him to 
revenge upon the white man any supposed 
wrong inflicted upon his tribe hy a member of 
that race, caring nothing about the identity of 
the culprit, so that he belongs to the “ pale-faced 
family.” | Nor is he over nice as to the measure 
of that vengeance bearing any proportion to the 
turpitude of the offence. Solow do they hold 
human life that for the most trifling infringement 
of a fancied right they will not hesitate to im- 
brue their hands in the blood of a fellow creature, 
_be his skin red or white, 

In dealing with-a people possessing such char- 
acteristics and sentiments it begomes a question 
whether some other mode of punishment shonld 
not be devised ; something which would be re- 
_ garded ag at once a dishonor and a terror. And 
this subject is invested with all the greater 
importance in consideration of the numerous mur- 
ders recently committed in these Colonies by the 
Indian tribes. 

As we'stated on Wednesday, we'believe that 
in most instances these murders are the resalt of 
‘a6mé ‘suppdsed wrong. It would seem. that 


‘even the introduction of the small-pox 
amongst the Indians by a white is held by them 
to Be a belli, aud, as indicated by the 


Bentinck intelligence published elsewhere, for 
no other innoceit and unoffending whites, 
in some instances while in the act of showing 


special kindness. to the , are treacherously 
murdered in cold blood. And that this state of 


— will continue until the Indian tribes are 
; ‘under’ the ‘healthfal'and ‘benign influences 
a ‘Christianity, and, led to entertain more just 
vand correct views of right and wrong, ‘are

TONNAGE “DUES. 


This is a tax levied upon all goods going up 
the river for the patpaose of improving the navi- 
gation. It may be all well enough so far as the 
steamboat traffic is concerned, |as the navigation 
in several. places on both routes doubtless needs 
improving ; but we presame it was never intend- 
ed that it should bé exacted from settlers upon 
the Lower Fraser (who have} occasion to ‘come 
here every week of so with their canoes for sup- 
plies. They cannot possibly particijiate in such | 
improvements ; they need Aone, and, consequent- 
ly, It is icarcely fair that they) should be com- 
pelled to pay this tax. 

But it is not so much on account of the amount 
of money that they complain as the annoyance of 
having to pay upon the trifling packages taken 
up from time to itime. Every time a farmer 
comes to market he is obliged to hunt up an offi- 
cer and-have his sa¢k of flour, pound of tea, and 
any other little matters he may have purchased 


' estimated, and pay at the rate of $3 per ton, 


which will probably amount to a bit, or ‘possibly 
reach as high as two or three bits. 
We have now something Jike 250 farmers 


‘on the Lower Fraser ; and it must be very obvi- 


-ous that this arrangement will necessitate an 


“additional revenud staff, probably involving a 


greater expense in the collection of these dues 


than the whole thing will amount.to ; so that 


the tax, as applied;to such cases, -is fi only an 
unreasonable and wnjast one but it is a source of 
joss rather than gain to the revenue. 
Agricalture mor®, than any other Lranch of in- 
dastry needs, and is entitled to, encouragement ; 
andany tax or burden calosiated to vex or dis- 
courage the agriculturist ought to be carefully. 
‘and jealously guarded against, .The farmer is a 
reasonable, matter-of-fact man. While he is 
always ready to pdy what is reasonable towards 
the revenue of the country he is equally sensi- 
tive and prompt to resent anything which he 
views as an innovation of his natural rights. He 
pays the 10 to 15 per cent. import duty upon alj 
he buys cheerfully ; but when he is pestered 
tabout a petty demand of a few. ‘‘ bits” fur the 
privilege “ paddling his own canoe” with his little 
purchases a few miles np a river naturally mag- 
/nificent, and requiring no Spplication of engi- 
neering skill to make it navigable for “much lar- 
ger craft than his, it does look very much like 
‘interferance with» man’s natural rights—the next 


thing, in fact, to, taxing him for the privilege of 


breathing the pure atmosphere which a bene cent 
Creator has giveh us. 
We cannot believe, as we have already intima- 


- ted, that this tax was designed to apply to set- 


tlers in the vicinity of New Westminster, and 
we trust it is only necessary to draw the. atten- 
tion of the propet authorities to iti in order to have 
the matter rectified.

- THE PROFITS OF A POULTRY YARD. © 





Amongst the numerous modes of making 


( money in this/country may be classed a poultry- 


| yard. Eggs find a ready market here all the 


year round at an average price of about $1 per 
dozen, rising as high as $2 at some seasons, and 
at thers falling as low a8 T5e., but never going 
under that figure. The supply at these prices has 
never equalled the. demand. Just now people are 
begging for them at-$1 per dozen. Surely un- 
der these circumstances it would be a profitable 
“business to keep a poultry-yard. Good hens 
wil}, average 8 doz. eggs a year in this country, 
which, of course, would represent $8 ; su that 
500 hens would produce the handsome sum annu- 
ally of $4,000! From this figure would have to 
be deducted the cost of food, &c., but an acre or 
_ two attached to the yard and cultivated woald 
produce. pretty much all, or,a¢ least an equivalent 
_ for all, that wonld'be needed for that purpose. 
|. Suppose to that were added a couple of cows 
‘giving four gallons of milk @ day exch which at 


| 15e, per gallon would ‘produce $6 a day, and | 


milk readily commands that price. Here would 
be a daily income of over $16 aday, or -nearly 
$6,000 a year from 500 chickens and two cows, 
representing a capital of about $500. Of course 
it would be necessary to allow a margin for inci- 
dental lesses. Suppose a fourth is allowed for 
this there would still be left $4,500 a year—a 
very nice little income indeed. 

It. may be asked, “If so much is to be made 
in that way it is very ty strange that people do not 
engage in the business.” Very true, It is 
strange. But the fact is people in this country 
are generally so fall-of golden dreams, and so 

“bent upon digging out the precious metal’ that 
they are loath to engage in any occupation which 
would require their constant presence and pre- 
vent their going to the mines, Everybody here 

~ knows that the figures we have used are correct— 
inside figures, indced—and everybody that gives 
the matter a thought must know that money can 
be. made in thig way with probably less labor

“CAPTAIN MILLARD'S BUILDING. 





Captain Millard ; and as that building is now 
about completed, jand is unrivalled by anything 
of the Kind on the “British Pacific, we may be 
permitted to allude to it again. The building has 
a frontage of 66 feet on Columbia Street, and 
is 85 feet deep. The total height from line df 
|side-walk to the top of pediment is 38 feet in 
front and 48 feet in the rear. There'is a basé- | 
ment under the entire building 10 feet high in the 
clear. The ground or shop floor is 14 feet. high. 

First fluor 11 feet liigh. ‘The flank and rear walls 
are bnilt of native granite. Basement walls 2 
feet thick, and from ground floor to top 20 inches 
thick. . The front is of sand stone from Belling- 

ham Bay. The qhoins, string course and cor- 

nice, also the jambs, keystones. and archivaults 
of all the openings are fair tooled ; the remainder 
of the wall being) rustic ashlar work ; and the 
whole is surmounted with.a tastefully de signed 
pediment. The front openings for ground flor 
doors, seven in number, are circular headed, ‘and 
are to be secured with foldinz cast iron shutters. 
The front openings of first floor, also seven ih 
number, are segment headed. The sills of ground 
fidor openings are of native gray granite, 8 
inches thick and 3 feet wide. ‘The building is 
covered with a roof of cement 8 inches thick, 

overlaid with tine |The ground floor is divided 
off into three comparfments; the chief one, built 
expressly for J. A. Webster, Esq., of this civy, is 
separated from the rest by a party-wall, extend- 


| ing the entire le ngth and height of the building.

Their 
paddles keeping stroke as if propelled by machi- 
nery, and their voives keeping: time with their 
paddles as they chant a wild air, not very unlike 
the celebrated ‘‘ Canadian Boat Song,” around 
which 86 many dear reminiscences cluster and to 
which many of us have listened in other lands, 
occasionally interrupted by a guttural “ugh” so 
peculiar to the Indian, and designed to urge on 
to increased exertion, -their canoes literally fly 
through the water, causing the white foam to 
dash aside and over her prow as the light and.

After 
the mechanical art of reading has been aquired, 
might not the lessons in geography and arithnie- 
tic which usually sueceed, and which must needs 
be more or less dry, be accompanied by. others, 
the simplest that can be devised, in things of na- 
ture en in the history of man? “What are the 
first stories the child takes interest in? Are 
not those about birds and beasts, and all living 
things, or legends and romantic tales of the doings 
of from Jack the Giant Killer up to the Tales of 
a Grandfather and the Waverley Novels?) When 
he passés"into the school-room this tendency 
should not be igno , but taken up and carried on- 
watds gradually into knowledge niore substantial 
yet in the same. direction ; both in school and out 
of it everything pogsible should be done to foster 
the observing powers, and to make these the chan- 
nels through whigh the boy’s imagination and 
thinking powers are fed before they can be reach- 
ed by abstractions, such as those of grammar.—

The butcher’ asserted his right, 
by the law of England, to change his sorname 
whenever he pleased, and/te take any surname 
that pleased his ear.—Presently a» Mr Jones, a 
Welshman, determined to use the same privilege 
and began to write hipiself Herbert—a prettier 
name than Jones. -Now Mr. Jones Herbert was 
not a butcher, hut @/getleman of property, so it 
was determined: to make an example of him. 
Lord Lanover, in his capacity'as Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Monmouthshire refused to call Mr. Jones 
anything bat Jones. Thereupon ensued mich 
bitterness and gnashing of teeth. The snobs 
declared that a man must not change ‘his name 
without act/of Parliament ; the Joneses laughed 
and signed themselves Herbert, without saying 
a word to Parliament or Herald’s College. One 
result of the controversy is the publication ofa 
pamphlet on the rules of) English law affecting 
the change of surnames,; by an able Jawyer. 
Froth this we learn that, according to all law 
and precedent in’ England, ‘‘ 4 man may assume 
what sutuame and a3 many surnames as lie plea- 
ses,” ‘and that the law recognises the tew 
name when assnmed ‘publiely and bona. fide. ” 
Lastly, that “when a person has legally assumed 
a name by his own act, it is compulsory on courts 
of law to recognize the legal act.” 


A Rieutrovs Demanp ror a Rewarp. Lyrae 
Oteronhiaere, of Canghnawaga, bas presented a 
petition to Parliament. He, sets forth that he 
has been long engaged in piloting Latteaux down 
the Lachine Rapids ; that up to a certain period 
steam vessels were uhalile to pass. that place ; 
that he had set jhimself to discover a practical 
channel, and, having done 80, on the 19th Aug-
